Clark County is located in eastern Idaho, bordering Montana and the Continental Divide. It ranks 44th among Idaho counties in
population and 18th in area. The federal government owns almost two-thirds of the county. Agriculture and food processing are
the primary industries, with additional employment provided by government and trade. Annual average total civilian employment
in the county decreased 16.9 percent from 1996 to 2006. Major employers include Blaine Larsen Processing, Inc., Clark County
government, Clark County School District, Clark County True Value Hardware, RDO, the U.S. Agricultural Research Service and
Scoggins Inc.

The Spencer Opal Mine is a point of interest in Clark County. This open pit mine is the only area in North America where opals are
plentiful enough to mine.
